You ſh11l have the hen of deliveries ro 
Keys of your City, into his own Royal Hands, ſhall be Treated as Favourites, and Finithers of this 
difficult Siege, and intire Reduttion of Ireland; and faithful Subjetts of this Kingdom ; Whores it is 

a Hundred to One, whether you are able to withſtan1 this dreadtu! Army, ani defend your City trom uttcr 18 vine and 

\ Deſtrution, Yet if ſo wonderful a Deliverance ſhould atrend you, your Rewards notwithſtanding will he UNC2ie 

tain, and future Intereſt will always be prized beyond paſt Merit, Faten Bread is commonly forgotten and for- 

mer Services are too often ſwallowed up in Oblivion, eſpecially if there he no future ExpeCtation, from thoſ: that 

. performed them. So that all the Aſſurances you depend upon, will vanith into Arr, and the Reſulc of all you: 

Hardſhips, will be only the Repetition of this miſcrable Proverb, We have our Labour for our Pins : but on the 

contrary,it you ſubmir to your Lawtul KING, and join with us; all the Lands of the Abſentces, and all ſuch other 

forfeiting Perſons, ſhall be the Purchaſe of ycur Submiſſion, and the Reward of your Loyalty to vour Righttul So- 

veraign : And beſides your own Eſtates (which are now forfeited) ſhall be Confirmed to you, by an ACT of the 

Parliament now fitting; ot which you your ſelves ſhall have the wording z and ſuch of you as are ftronz and Four 

ſhall ſerve with us in $co7/ard and in England, where Thouſtnds of bath Nations are ready to receive ani Join v5: 

(all waiting on the Succeſs'of this bloody Siege) with ſeveral Thouſands of the French : The Commiſſionzd OM. 

4 cers ſhall be continued in the ſame Poſts ar leaſt, if not advanced to a betrer, and them we ſhall eſt-em as Hoſtages 

for their Families, which will make us depend on them the more ; and when it ſhall pleaſe God to PIVe us the vi- 

Qory in England, which in a few Months we hope ro accompliſh, We aſſure you that even there you ſhall come 

in as Sharers of the forfeited Lands: And as for Scor/and, Duke Gordon is now in Poſieſſion of the Caftle of Ei 

burgh for the KING, Dundee is in Arms, and all the KING's Friends are ready to receive him; but if you conti- 

, nue obſtinate, your Ruine ſeems inevitable, by withſtanding an Army ſo well diſciplin'd and ſo powerful » Which 
reſolves, if you continue obſtinate, to give no Quarter ro Man, Woman or Child. 

When once our Cannon and Mortats have rent the Walls in pieces, and the Town is taken by Storm, then tho' 
Thouſands of your Wives and Children, ſhall fall down upon their Knees, and with repeated Sighs and Groans im- 
plore our Pity, We ſhall doubtleſs be inexorable, and all their Cries will be drowned, in the loud Acclamations of 
our victorious Army, which will be rhen deat and mercileſs: And therefore before it is too late, confider and re. 
ſolve to acc-pt that Mercy, which your KING is willing now to grant, before you find it be roo late, and thar it 
will be our of his Power, to preſerve you from the Rage and Slaughtzr of an enraged Army, whoſz F ury Cannot 
be witheld by His Majeſty, much leſs by, Gentlemen

one: And thar in time we queſtion not, bur your Lands will be fortcired rather than ours, and contifcated into 
our Poſſeſſion, as a Recompznce of this ſignal Service, to rhe Crown of Erg/ard : and for this inexpreffible Toil and 
Labour, Expence of Blood and Treaſure, purſuant to their Sacred Majeſties Declaration ro that Purpoſe , a tune

An AbſtraQ of that Part of their late Majeſties Declaration, relating to theforfeited Eſtates of Ireland. 


ND We do herciy further declare, That if, norwirhſtanding Our Declaration, any of Our SubjeRs ſhall con- 
tinue in Arms, in Oppoſition to Us, That we ſhall think Our Selves frce and clear of all the Blood that may 
} be ſpilr, and of rhe Deliru&tion and Miſery, which by Reaton thcreot may he occaſioned, and We ſhall look upon 
our Selves to be juſtified betore God and Man, in Our proceeding by Forces and Arms againſt them, as Rebels and 
Traytors ; and ſuch We do hereby declare all thoſe to be, who ſhall at as aforeſaid againſt Us, and our Authority, 
as is here expreſſed, Ad that a'! rhe Lands and Eſtates of ſuch as ſhall, after notice of this our Declaration, perfiſt 
, in their Rebellion, or be' any wiſe Abeiters thereof, and which by Law ſhall be forfeited to Us, ſhall be by Us diftri- 
hbued and diſpoſed, tv thoſe that ſpall be aiding and affiſting, in Reducing the ſaid Kingdom to its due Obedierce.
